“iber and has the plant No 63/277/1005. ‘The »lant was assigned to the 
Thuringian Cellulose Corporation until it was expropriated in 1946. The 
Soviets dismantled various installations in the factory, especially the 
largest turbine in the power station. A nurber of experts were deported 
to the U.5.5.R. All production plans were confiscated by the Soviets and 
forwarded to “oscow, The Soviet dismantlings and ceportations ended in 
November 1947, The plant employs 2,600 men and women, The five most 
important departments of the plant ae the cellulose department, the 
Ferlon department, the sulphuric acid devartnent, the carbon disulphide. 
formaldehyde departrent anc the rower station. There are also a number 
of auxiliary installations and repair shops. Dr. ‘iinkler is the chemical 
manaper of the plant. Employed in the slant are 77 experts, including 
20 chemists, 23 engineers, 29 chemo-technicians and laboratory assistants, 
and 5 technierl designers. The prewar production was 2,000 tons of cellu~ 
lose=00l monthly, the wartine peak production 3,090 tons monthly.
